subsistence and enjoyment. Matrons,
from a young wife, purchasing for three
elf, little one, and the little one's father-- to

the ataid and business-lik- e feminine
bead of a family of a dczsn, picked their
way among the stalls, now chatting with
their butcher, then passing a word with
the vegetable woman.pricing articles here
and there, buying as it best suited them,
until the heaped basket and depleted
portmonnaiea gsve warning that there waa
no longer an excuse for remaining. How
neat and tidy appear theae ladiea, doing
tbelr marketing, or as they say in Mo-
bile and New Orleans, "making market!"
The young housekeeper, with a little bas-
ket that would hold about enough to feed
a canary-bir- d twice, tbe elder ladies with
basket as large as a hay-boa- t, and lota of
people with no baskets al all, but all bent
on coming to market, and all dressed as
t bough there was an Inspection to be held.
There were also to be noticed certain am-
ateur at the business who go to "make
believe" they are doing great thing.
They usually come away wilh a dime'
worth of apple, or a bunch of grapes.
Theae are generally young girls with mat-
rimonial prospects, and ladies re-

cently married who are learning the
business. These make s very interest-
ing feature of the scene which is the
most lively and cheerful of any
to be witnessed In this city, not excepting
even the theatre. For many hours during
the afternoon, tbe panorama hi continu
ally changing. New face are presented
to the curious spectator, and faces that
have become familiar by passing the
same point half dozen times, finally dl
appear to wander homeward. Il la a study
not without smusement, and, perhaps,
profit, this continual passing and repassing
of all aorta of people. 1 he energetic lady
who runs a boardinghooae may always
be known by her business air and matter
of fact manner. She is a dally attendant
at the market, and there is nothing ro
mantic or picturesque about her eve ex
cept a hunk of cheap beef or a bargain in
potatoes. The fat colored woman, with a
face like the back of a full moon, 1 al way
pleasant to look upon; she smiles as
broad as a longitudinal slit in a pumpkin.
Knowafsvery other person there, and talk
to everybody, but Is all the time bent on
business. She appears like a person that
goes to market to enjoy herself. Fine ladies
naraiy ever visit tne market, w lddows in
straightened circumstances are numerous,
aud one can almost tell how many chil-
dren she has to provide for, not so much
oy tne sizs or ner Dasket a by the pinch-
ed appearance of her nose. Little r

ed-f- children occasionally rush in and
rush out again, taking a pork steak or a
peck of potatoes. These belong to the
unhappy borne. A little experience will
teach one to discern in the appearance of
each comer very many or tne circnmstan
ces of their social lite. These who live
up on third and fourth stories can always
tie distinguished from the dwelling on
the "ground floor."

Tomatoes reach up
to 75c. per peck according to quality.
Nice celery, IcOc per bunch, but some can
lie had 'or 10c. Butterbearid, Me per pint,
Peppeni 5c a measure. Turnips, 6c per
bunch. Cabbages, 15 to 20j per bead, ac
cording to size. Lettuce, 5c per bead,
very lite. Kigs, .15 to 40c, and scarce. No
country eggs in the market ; all western.
Chickens 50 to 60c and scarce; all import-
ed ; butter, 40 to 60c, and scarce. There
seems to be a fair supply of meats We
quote: Pork steaks, 15c, very choice.

MASHED TO PIECES- -

A 1 on ug Man Falls From a Three-Bi- o rj
Wladew and Is Instantly

Yesterday about 2 o'clock a young twin
named J. G. Frazier fell from a thlrd-ato-r- y

window In the rear of the Jackson
block, Main street, to the area grating
below. He was instantly killed. Dr.
Lcwry, who has hi offloe in tbe block,
aw the body s few moment afterward,

and on examination found that a cut was
made over tbe right eye, two lnchea long,
severing the artery, and the right thigh-
bone was also broken Bear the hip joint,
'rjqalre Burke was called on to hold the
inquest a few moment afterward. The
body lay lu the passage at the rear of the
above-name- d building, where It fell. The
iron grating waa clotted with the blood
which flowed from his wound and
dripped Into the area underneath. His
face was also covered with coagulated
blood, and the big gash In hi head looked
horrible. The skull was crushed and
cracked, but the brain was not exposed.
In the course of tbe Inquest, Dr.
Lowry was called on by the 'Squire to ex-
amine the body. No one saw him fall
from the window, but It was known he
occupied the room immediately over
where he was found. The window was up
and some articles which he previously bad
were on the floor, including his hat. He
was talking to some friends at the corner
of Gayoso street a halt hour before the ac-

cident. He left them to go to his room.
The porter in Craig' seed store heard him
fall, and waa the first to discover him. He
was aged twenty-fiv- e, of a very quiet dis-
position. Hi father is a minister of tbe
gospel. He will be buried y by his
friends.
